‘ Britain and France. 


Anglo-French relations are causing grave 
anxiety to the friends of the Entente 
Cordiale throughout the world. A certain 
coolness between the two great Allies has 
been palpable «ver since the representa- 
tives of Mustapha Kemal Pasha came to 
London; but Marquis Curzon’s speech in 
the City of London last week seems to have 
precipitated something in the nature of a 
crisis, and M. Briand’s reply has done 
-sothing to relieve a most regrettable 
tension. Very serious harm is being done 
to the cause of Anglo-French solidarity, 
and, possibly for the first time since 
Fashoda. a chord of real bitterness can be 
detected in the expressions of public 
opinion. This situation is the outcome 
of a long ‘series of minor causes 
‘which date back to the days of the 
Paris Conference and have culminated 
in the Angora Treaty and M. Briand’s 
speech at the Washington Conference. 
Rightly or wrongly, the British people 
have been forced to believe that 
France has tired of the Entente. They 
have been told that she is pursuing a 
policy in foreign affairs which is in direct 
opposition to the policy of His Majesty’s 
Government, and that one of her imme- 
diate aims is the establishment of a mili- 
tary hegemony in Europe. These stories bave 
been the cause of some resentment among 
the British people, who are anxious to 
maintain the Entcnte at all costs. Their 
resentment again hav re-acted “on public 
opinion in France, with the result that at 
present there is a danger of a complete 
estrangement. | 

We do not believe íor a moment, that 


the French Government is trying de- 
liberately to wiegk the Entente by the i 


pursuit of an anti-British policy. Such a

facts must be faced. Even M. Poincaré, 
who is one of the most patriotic French- 
men alive, admits that the Angora Treaty 
should not have been made without 
Britain’s consent and that M. Briand’s 
attenrpt to justify it was not very tactful. 
The truth seems to be that France, seeing a 
chance of making a good bargain with the 
Turks, seized it, forgetting for the moment 
her obligations to her British Ally. 
Having signed the Treaty, she realised that 
she had made a blunder; but politicians 
of all countries are notoriously slow to 
admit mistakes, and the French. are no 
exception to the rule. They have tried to 
argue that the Angora agreement is quite 
compatible with the Hntente, whereas the 
most simple-minded Briton sees clearly 
that it is nothing of the kind. Thus the 
amour propre of politicians is threatening 
to embroil two friendly nations in a 
quarrel, In the circumstances, M. Briand’s 
speech in America has made matters 
worse. Some malignant destiny seems 
to have ordained that the Angora 


in .quick succession. Before another 
faux pas extinguishes the flame of friend- 
ship Britain and France must take 
counsel together and decide once for all 
whether they shal] face the future as 
allies or alone. 

M. Briand is on his way home from 
Washington; Mr. Lloyd George proposes 
to cross the Atlantic at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. A meeting between the two 
Premiers. is highly desirable and should 
be arranged now. Britain and France 
cannot be allowed to drift apart, and, un- 
happily, they are drifting. Possibly, the 
people of neither country recognise fully 
what the dissolution of the Franco-British 
partnership would mean. For France it 
i would mean isolation; she would be left 
to face Germany alóne. What security 
could she have, deprived of Britain’s aid] 
How could she defend herself against that 
Russo-German attack of which M. Briand 
spoke -at Washington? 
moral, and, if need be, the material, sup- 
port of the British nation France cannot 
maintain her position in Europe, Britain's 
case is. not very much better. Without 
France she, too, would be isolated, because 
America will not enter an alliance, and 
the only other Power that could be of use 
to her is Germany! Splendid isolation 
may have been all very well fifty years 
ago, but Britain cannot afford such a 
luxury to-day. She must have an ally in 
Europe and that ally must be France. 
Therefore, the Entente must be saved, 
though its salvation involve the greatest 
sacrifice. Both nations should put all 
their cards on the table, especially in re- 
gard to the Near East. We have no doubt 
that their interests overlap, and, in some 
cases, even clash ; but surely the resources 
of statesmanship have not yet been ex- 
hausted. There is plenty of room for both 
Britain and France in Islam, and there is 
no reason in the world why they should 
not .work together in perfect harmony. 
The plain truth is that they must work 
together because neither of them is strong 
enough to stand alone. 


Germany’s “ Boom.”’ 


The German Government is warning the 
country that the end of the industrial 
“boom” is in sight. Its Ministry of 
National Economy anticipates serious un- 
employment and invites the States to 
have schemes of public work ready when 
the bad times come. The Special 
Correspondent of the Daily Chronicle 
endorses this warning with the results 
of his own observations. The textile in: 
| dustry in Germany has passed the zenith 
of its prosperity. The reports of the coal, 
iron, and steel companies are described by 
the trade Press as “‘ notvery satisfactory,” 
and the average dividend has remained 
stationary since last year. Moreover, the 
export figures give cause for anxiety, and on 
these, of course, the state of the exchange 
depends to a considerable extent. The 
latest official statements say that, in spite 
of under-cutting—made possible, as the 
Reparations Commission has noted, by the 
Government s refusal to raise revenue by 
taxing exports—the sale of German goods 
in foreign markets is not increasing. Most 
of the buying is done by the home con- 
sumer, and the home “ boom ” cannot last. 
Traders are warned against the selling of 
goods at low prices which may intensify 
Customs restrictions abroad. There are 
general complaints about over-staffing and 
reduction of hours of labour in the 
public services. These official statements 
seem to suggest an early and vigorous 
reform of the whole system of German 
industry as the price of the {financial 
assistance which the Government is seek- 
ing from Herr Stinnes and his fellow- 
capitalists. 


Law and Partition. 


The case against legal partition was 
made once more yesterday, with much 
force, by. the President of the Incorporated 
Law Society. Mr. Gamble, like the 
majority of thoughtful Irishmen, is far 
less concerned with the technical, or even 
the legal, aspect of the matter than with 
its national aspect. The extravagance of 
the dual system needs no demonstration ; 
but its chief vice is the introduction of a 
subtle force of disunion into Irish affairs. 
There are certain elements of unity which, 
acting like the physical law of attraction, 
have kept Ireland a nation in spite of all 
the fissiparous tendencies of Irish politics, 
A common legal system was one of them. 
It brought Irishmen of all creeds and 
parties on equal terms into a common 
arena of the intellect. It sharpened 
Northern wit against Southern wit. Tí 
furnished the whole country with a tradi- 
tion which, through many centuries, has 
shone in the very forefront of Irish litera- 
ture and history. North and South, how- 
ever sharp their present differences may 
be, contemplate an ultimate unity in all 
public affairs. It was, therefore, a grave 
misfortune that one of the most powerful 
agencies of union should have heen de 
stroyed. No feature of an Irish settle- 
ment will be more heartily welcomed 
throughout the land than the reinstate- 
ment of our legal system: in its time- 
honoured integrity. 


The Lowest Death-rate. 


The story of Ireland’s vital statistics 
in 1920 provides striking proof of the 
almost negligible influence of public 
cataclysms and disorders on the routine 
of human affairs. The Registrar-General 
remiads us grimly that 1940 was 
a year of strife and bloodshed in 
Ireland. There were 1,851 deaths from 
violence as compared with 1,436 in 
the previous year, and 423 of them were 
cases of homicide. Yet the country’s 
health, as a whole, was not shaken by the 
state of its nerves, gnd the uncertainties 
of polities prevented nobody from plunging 
boldly into the uncertainties of the married 
state. The death-rate for 1920 was the 
lowest on ‘record—14.8 per thousand as 
compared with 17.6 in 1919. There was 
.@ decline in the ravages of the national

scourge of tuberculosis. It almost seems 
that young adventufers were eager to 
be born into one of Ireland’s most anxious 
and stormy years. At any rate, 10,000 
‘more infants saw the light in 1920 than 
in 1919: the highly encouraging total was 
99,536. The increased birth-rate, with the 
redaced death-rate, miade a substantial 
addition to the population, which at the 
end of the year amounted to 4,485,000 
persons. Of these the males exceeded the 
females by the number of 53,000. In most 
countries of Europe there is an excess of 
females over males,

The esti- 
mates of prices are still rather vague ; but 
the promised plenitude of supplies ought 
to make anything in the nature of shame- 
less ‘“ profiteering ’’ impossible. This year’s 
Christmas dinner will cost more than those 
of pre-war years, especially on the liquid 
side. We may hope, however, that it will 
be cheaper than last years banqtet, 
since—officially, at least—the costs of its 
more popular components have fallen in 
recent months. We wish that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture could assure us that, 
owing to the ‘agreeable weather” at 
Downing street, the dove of Irish peace 
will be in good form at Christmas-time. 
That is the bird which the whole country 
stands ready tg greet with open arms.

As explained in the previous notes, all free 
declarations, unless in exceptional cases, should 
have at least two certain tricks in the suit 
named, thus enabling the partner to take full 
advantage of this knowledge in all subsequent 
calls.

ADDRESS AT NATIONAL 
LITERARY SOCIETY. 


“Two Recent Irish Poets ” was the subject 
of an address given by the Rev. Professor G. 
O'Neill, S.J., at the meeting of the National 
Literary Society, which was held last evening 
at 7 Ely place, Dublin, under the presidency of 
Dr. George Sigerson. 

Professor O'Neill said that it was his ambition 
and hope to give something more than a paper. 
His object was to present the poets themselves, 
as expressed in their poems. The work of both 
was singularly little known, compared with 
their value. His endeavour would be to dis- 
entangle and sift the works of both, and, by 
consequently drawing and setting forth good 
and excellent examples, render to both the 
justice and judgment and kindness to which 
they were entitled. 

He had known one of these 
Francis Little—personally, and rather well: he 
still lived. The other—Rosa Mulholland, Lady 
Gilbert—he had only known in the closing 
stages of her long career. She lived at Villa 
Nova, Blackrock, where he visited her in con- 
nection with certain literary affairs. On April 
25th last he was a visitor to Villa Nova, when 
her remains were carried forth for burial. 


At Villa Nova Lady Gilbert found all the 
elements for poetry, life, and beauty blending 
into one. She could not shut her door or heart 
against the sad suffering of the poor. She was 
not indifferent to the sorrows of her country, 
and the wave and rush of emigration weighed 
heavily upon her mind and heart. 

Professor O'Neill quoted a number of Lady 
Gilbert’s poems as typifying her feelings, and 
went on to say that it was in her novels they 
thould seek for the keenness of interest that she 
took in the social and political changes of the 
times, philanthropy, uil Her interest 
in the revival of the Irish language was also 
keen, and showed itself in a practical manner, 
as Blackrock knew. Her first volume of verse 
appeared in 1885, and, though praised widely, it 
was not of so much value as her poetry of later 
ears. ‘In technique, she was capable of achiev- 
ing triumphs exquisitenees, but she always 
wrote well, being one to whom poetry was a 
natural language. :

London was fog-bound again this morp.

BRITISH NOTE TO FRANCE. 


Reuter’s Agency is informed that, while 
there is no intention in London to publish the 
text of the last’ British Note to France, 
attention is directed to the fact that many of 
the reports regarding its contents are, to somo 
extent, misleading, particularly where they 
give an impression that all difficulties have 

en removed. 

That this may be so in the end is the strong 


always maintained, and repeats in itg latest 
communication to France, the view that the 
only right way to establish peace in the Near 
East is by the close co-operation of Yrance, 
Italy, and Britain. 

The British Government, therefore, dwells 
with satisfaction on the fact that the French, 
in their Note, have acknowledged the justice 
and wisdom of its policy, and have paid a 
tribute to the loyalty of Great Britain in 
keeping them informed of all the steps that 
have been taken, gg eer á in regard to the 
conversataons with the Greck Ministers in 
London. 

As to the specific points on which replies 
were made in the French Note to questions 
addressed to the Quai d'Orsay in the original 
British Memorandum, the British view is fur- 
ther developed in the Note, but it is strongly 
felt in. London that the main question is not 
one of detail—important as such, and parti- 
cularly the abandonment of the Clicilian 
Christians must be—but the question, how far 
the mischievous impression produced on the 
Turks by an erroneous belief that they could 
negotiate separately with one Allied Power. 
can be eradicated by the future action of the 
Allies. 

This difficulty could only be met by such 
action on the part of the French Government 
as would give full effect to the friendly and 
satisfactory assurances they have given to 
Great Britain in their last Note, and the 
reconstruction, in its fullest sense, of Allied 
solidarity in the East. 


DEFINITION NECESSARY. 


M. H. de Jouvenal, a French Senator, has an 
article in the Matin of yesterday, in which he 
says :—The time has come for clear, frank, loyal 
and public explanation, not only between Mr.

STANDING CONGRESS IDEA. 


Addressing Burnley Rotary’ Club yesterday, 
Mr. Arthur Henderson advocated the forma- 
tion of a Parliament of Labour, representative 
of employers and workers in the whole field cf 
industry, capable of expressing, after frank 
consultation and co-operative effort, the mind 
of industry. : 

Broadly speaking, its main functions would 
be to bring industrial life and activity ad 
harmony . with modern reguirements, human 
neeás, and the finest spirit of the times. It 
would formulate general principles governing 
the conduct of industry, and might devise ways 
and means of securing for workers an adequate 
share in industry and its proceeds.

AMERICAN BANKER’S PROPOSAL. 


NEW YORK, Monday. 

Mr. Frank A. Vanderlip, the well-known 
banker, in an address at the Economic Club this 
evening, outlined a proposal for the economic 
rehabilitation of Europe. This plan contem- 
plates recognition by the Allies of the debt of 
cleven billion dollars to the United States and 
an agreement by America to easy payments, 
and to the employment of the money thus re- 
paid for the rehabilitation of Europe. . 

Mr. Vanderlip pointed out that the United 
States would be as greatly harmed by the 
rapid receipt of payment in the form of goods 
(which was the only possible form of pay- 
ment in view of the demoralisation of the 
exchange) as the Allies would be injured in 
raking such payment. 

He also asserted that investigations had con- 
vinced him that imsistence to the letter by 
America would probably result in her claim on 
Eastern Europe never being met, but if America 
were wisely generous her claims could all be 
‘es and great good would at the same time

At two o’clock in the afternoon a lady 
who was returning from the Credit 
Lyonnais was followed by a man who 
struck her down in front of her own door 
with the butt-end of a revolver, snatch 
her bag.and made off, : 
A hue and cry was immédiately raised, 
and the police and crowd joined in pur- 
guit of the assailant, who fled down the 
Rue de France and turned into the Rue 
Massena with the police at his heels. 
Seeing that escape was impossible, he 
took refuge in a garage and opened fire 
on the police and crowd. A telegraph 
boy who came to the assistance of the police 
with a revolver was shot through the 
stomach. Another man was shot through 
the groin. The latest reports show that 
two people have been killed and two badly 
injured. 

The police being unable to dislodge the 
man, called in the assistance of the fire 
brigade, and at a late hour yesterday the 
man was still holding the police and crowd 
at bay.

POWERS AND CHINA.

PRIVILEGES TO BE 
CURTAILED. 


WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The resolution in favour of the relinguish- 
ment of foreign post office privileges in China 
was adopted today by representatives of 
the nine Powers sitting as a committee on 
Pacific and Far Eastern questions. 

January 1, 1923, is the date fixed for the 
abandonment of the foreign post offices in 
China. This date was agreed to by all the 
Powers represented except Japan, whose repre- 
sentatives asked for time to hear from their 
Government. 

Provision is included under which the Chinese 
Customs authorities are to permitted to 
examine postal matter passing through the 
forei postal agencies, in order to determine 
whether dutiable or contraband goods are com- 
ing into the country through these channels. 
This provision has been inserted, it is under- 
stood, as a result of allegations by the Chinese 
authorities that opium was sent into China 
through forei postal systems, in direct viola- / 
tion of China’s anti-opium law. 

e Committee deferred final action | 

to-morrow on the question of extra-territorial 
rights in China. 
It is understood that the principle of the 
closing of foreign courts in China has been 
accepted, but consideration of the formal reso- 
lution was deferred, as was also consideration 
of the domestic control of Chinese railways, 
raised by the Chinese representatives. 


NAVAL EXPERTS’ COMMITTEE. 


The American naval experts to-day presented 
to the British and Japanese naval experts at 
the Conference detailed answers to the ques- 
tions raised last week regarding the naval re- 
duction programme. The data had to do with 
certain questions raised by the Japanese. 

The exact nature of these questions is not 
disclosed, but it was stated authoritatively that 
no mistakes have been discovered in the 
American figures, and that Mr. Hughes’s esti- 
mate of the present naval strength of the 
Powers was unchanged by the examination of 
the American experts. 


FRANCO-ITALIAN AMITY, 


The following official communiqué was 
issued here this evening:—The Committee on 
Pacific and Far .Eastern questions met. 41. 
thie morning in the Pati-Ameriéan buil ; 

The Chairman (Mr. Hughes), at the onteet 
of the meeting, called attention to the in- 
accurate and damaging Press report which had 
been cabled abroad, in order that its un- 
fortunate character, inaccuracy, and its falsity 
might be noted. He referred to the report 
that, in the discussion in the Committee 
regarding land armaments, M. Briand nad 
made statements offensive in character regard- 
ing the Italian Army, and that the repre- 
sentative of Italy did not appropriately resent 
the statements. 

Mr. Hughes said that, as every member of 
the Committee knew, the report was wholly 
false, and that M. Briand said nothing what- 
eoever reflecting upon the Italian Govo:ament 
or the Italian Army; that nothing lad 
occurred that required any rejoinder by the 
representative of Italy, and that the entire 
2 ry had no existence whatever in fact.“ 

t seemed to be advisable that the Chairman 
of the Conference should make this statement 
in order that an appropriate note should be 
made of it. 

In reply to the statement of the Chairman, 
M. Viviani, on behalf of France, said:—I thank 
the Chairman for his kindness in adding, with 
his high authority, his denial to that of Signor 
Schanzer and myself. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 
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EARLY DEPARTURE FOR 
WASHINGTON. 


The Prime Minister returned to Downing 
street yesterday afternoon. It is now regarded 
as probable that Mr. Lloyd George will leave 
for Washington before Christmas, probably 
within a fortnight. 

Reuter’s Agency states that the Prime 
Minister’s desire to go to Washington is stronger 
than ever, but until this week has passed it 
is quite impossible to say whether he -will leave 
England or not, although there can be no pos- 
sible doubt as to his desire to participate in a 
conference which he believes may well be the 
turning point in the history of the world. 

Apprehensions that are expressed in various 
directions concerning the proceedings at Wash- 
ington are not shared in British authoritative 
quarters. While the possibility of differences 
of opinion arising, and temporary set-backs 
rosa | experienced, has never been neglected, 
the British view is one of real satisfaction and 
great hope. 

For the naval guestion alone, more has been 
done than most people would have been pre- 
pared to expect, but, apart from naval dis- 
armament, the utmost importance is attached 
in this country to the restoration of world 
peace, which cannot be effected merely in this 
way. There is great anxiety regarding the 
atmosphere of the world, and, in this respect, 
it is pointed out that one .cannot isolate 
hemispheres, or distinguish between naval 
and other armament. 


POSITION OF THE LEAGUE. 

At Letchworth, Herts, last night, Lord Robert 
Cecil, while welcoming the idea that the Wash- 
ington Conference should be the first of the 
various International Conferences, uttered a 
word of caution against allowing anything to 
injure the League of Nations.

of our foreign affairs in living memory, he 
asserted that the result of its policy ing 
Russia had been that, instead of coming to the 
aid of other countries, she had becom 
and a prey to the most terrible famine.

The Viceroy told the deputation that recent 
events had made it imperative that the full 
strength of the Government should be exerted 
for purpose of vindicating the law and pre- 
serving order, and he assured law-abiding 
citizens of ‘full protection against violence, 
coercion, intimidation, and other breaches of the 
law by those with whom they did not agree. 
The Indian Government had no desire to 
interfere with the lawful, activities of political 
parties, however opposed, and though it was 
anxious to ress legitimate grievances, yet it 
would not allow any political activity to impose 
its will upon the country by unlawful means, 
and it would bring ee to justice. . 
The past position of the Indian Government 
had been misunderstood, continued Lord Read- 
ing, and it had been criticised as being a weak 
Government. It was conscious of its power and 
strength, but had sought to avoid action which 
might be open to the interpretation that it was 
severe and provocative. Hereafter the Govern- 
ment would not tolerate, and must stop, im- 
proper interference with the avocations of the 
vast majority of the people who were desirous 
of peace. 
Referring to other maiters, the Viceroy as- 
sured the deputation that his Government was 
carefully considering the Railway Committee’s 
report. The Government was desirous for the 
improvement of the open lines and for new 
construction; for it was aware that improved 
railway communication far transcended in im- 
portance other subjects affecting the commerce 
and prosperity of India. The question of direct 
connection between Delhi and Karachi was being 
examined, but the financial difficulties were 
great. The Sutluj water-power scheme was being 
examined by Colonel Battye, an expert, who was 
in America studying hydro-e'ectricity. 
Concluding, Lord Reading said that he felt 
pleased that the Government policy of import- 
ing wheat was beneficent and was lowering 
prices, and he trusted that the favourable mon- 
soon would have the effect of reducing the 
prices of food and producing among the masses 
\great contentment.

This year we have so. far experienced little 
more than mild weather and mud. 

Yet, Christmas will be here in less than a 
month, and there is evéry prospect that the 
Yule dinner will be well up to the traditional 
standard. Most housewives are now busy mix- 
ing the plum pudding, which forms one of the 
indispensable items on the Christmas menu. 

No less important is the turkey, and it is 
learned on the authority of the Department of 
Agriculture that owing to the agreeable weather 
in the early spring there was little mortality 
among the young broods, with the happy result 
that the supply will be “decidedly over the 
average.” Geese, ducks, and chickens are also 
as plentiful as ever. 

Ireland does not stand alone in this respect, 
and London is looking forward joyfully to 
adequate supplies of turxeys for the festival. 
The French Government are allowing poultry to 
be exported free of duty from December 1 to 
January 15. Supplies are also expected from 
Italian, Hungarian, and JugoSlav sources. 

So far, the buying of poultry for the Christ- 
mas markets [has not yet opened in this 
country. Few sales have been effected, and the 
general basis of sale for all classes of poultry 
appears to be per bird rather than per lb., live 
weight. Only from one county did the De- 
partment receive a return showing particulars 
of sale prices at per lb., dead weight. 

The price per bird given for geese ranges 
from 4s. 6d..in Roscommon to as much as 10s. 
in Co. Westmeath and Co. Down, and 15s.. in 
Co. Wicklow; the price per Ib. varies from 8d 
in Co. Down to 1s. in Co. Cork. In Co. Down 
it is considered possible that the price may ad- 
vance to ls. later. 

There are few prices per bird quoted for 
turkeys: the range is wide, varying from 8s. 
to 20s. Sold at per lb. the prices quoted are 
from ls. to 1s. 6d., with an average of from 
ls. 2d. to ls. 3d.. 

Ducks are quoted at from 2s. 9d. to 3s. each, 
and from 10d. to Is. per Ib. The range of 
chicken prices is from 2s. 6d. to 5s. each, with 
an average of about 3s. per bird. Prices for 
old fowl range from 2s. to 4s., or from 6d. to 
8d. per Ib.

LOYALIST’S ADVICE TO SINN 


FEIN. 


Our Omagh Correspondent states that a 
special meeting of the Tyrone County Council 
took place yesterday afternoon, to consider the 
transfer of the Local Government services from 
Dublin to Belfast, as from December Ist. 

The Chairman, Mr. Alex. E. Donnelly, pro- 
posed a resolution to the effect that, “ As by 
Order-in-Council, purporting to be issued under 
power conferred by the Partition Act, to which 
the majority of the people of this country are 
strenuously opposed, the Local Government ser- 
vices are transferred from the Dublin to the 
Belfast Parliament, as from the Ist December, 
1921, it is hereby resolved that we instruct our 
Secretary to have no communication henecforth 
with the British Local Government heads, 
either in Dublin or Belfast, and we instruct our 
Secretary to communicate with the Local Go- 
vernment Board of Dail Eireann, and request 
them to send an inspector to advise the 
Council as to the best means of extricating the 
Council from the financial muddle created by 
the action of the British Treasury im failing to 
pey the grants due to the Council in Septem- 

pl” 


Mr. T. J. S. Harbison, M.P., in seconding the 
motion, said that the Council were being handed 
over, soul and body, to an institution they could 
never reeognise, and the resolution now pro- 
posed became an absolute necessity. 


OTHER SIDE OF THE PICTURE. 


Mr. Montgomery opposed the resolution. He 
urged the Council to take no action, for, by 
doing so, they ran the risk of losing grants to 
the amount of £45,000, which meant that they 
would have no money for anything. That would 
be a seridus matter for the ratepayers. 

Mr. Moutray also opposed the motion. 

Mr. Stevenson said that he yielded to no one 
as an Irishman. He honoured the King, and 
would be a loyal citizen of the British Empire 
while he lived.

ULSTER’S REPLY. 


A BRIEF STATEMENT. 
—————— 
“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Sir James Craig’s statement in the Ulster Par- 
liament to-day, and the discussion on it, are 
expected to show that Ulster is unalterably 
opposed to the constitution of an All-Ireland 
Parliament. That is another way of saying that 
Ulster will have no share in negotiations on the. 
present basis for a settlement in Ireland. 

At the back of Ulster’s mind there is, ne 
doubt, an intention to demand, if the occasion 
requires, a status for its Parliament not in- 
ferior to that which may be conferred on the 
Southern Parliament; but at the moment Ulster 
may be satisfied with returning to the British 
Government the proposals which have emanated 
from the Irish Conference, with the bare intima- 
tion that they are unacceptable. 

The statement on agreed lines which Sir 
James Craig is to make will be brief. There 
will be simultaneous publication from Downing 
street. The document consists of less than a 
hundred words, and is limited to a concise state- 
ment of the point at which the negotiations 
with Ulster have broken down. The corre- 
spondence is not to be divulged. 

If the Ulster Parliament endorses the answers 
which Sir James Craig has given to Mr. Lloyd 
George, there will not, of necessity, be an end 
of the negotiations with Sinn Fein. It will 
still be possi to map out for the South of 
Ireland a scheme of self-government on large 
lines, in the hope that Ulster, in the circum- 
stances of another day, will share in the con 
stitution of a National Parliament. In the 
meantime, it is of immense moment that the 
truce should be maintained, and that, in a situa- 
tior of great difficulty, provocative acts 
should be denounced as an injury to Ireland, as 
well as to Britain. 


PREMIER’S PLANS. 


FLYING VISIT TO AMERICA. 


Mr. Lloyd George is again making plans to 
visit Washington, says The Times. His inten. 
tion to attend the Conference has been post- 
poned because of the necessities of the Irish 
negotiations, but never abandoned. He now 
hopes to able to leave London before 
Christmas, and, as wel las can be seen at pre- 
sent, December 10 is the most likely date of the 
departure.

SIGNIFICANT SUGGESTION. 


The Timea in a leading grticle observes :—It 
is of remarkable significance that President 
Harding should have chosen the most critical 
moment of the Conference, the moment when 
all decisions apparently were in the melting pot, 
to converse with some of the foreign delegates 
with regard to the possible development of “ an 
Association of Nations.” President Harding 
disapproves of the League of Nations in its 
ES form, and there is no hope that either 
or the people of the United States will ever? 
signify their adherence to that institution. 
The idea of the President was that the 
Hague Tribunal—that is to say, the Court of 
Arbitration formed as the result of the Peace 
Conference summoned in 1898 by the late 
Emperor of Russia—might be made the starting 
point for an Association of Nations of a 
different type. The idea is startling, but it is 
worth considering. It has become a habit to 
regard the Hague Tribunal as obsolete, as 
moribund. The s ion is that it has been 
practically superseded by the permanent Court 
of Justice established by the League of Nations. 
The Hague Tribunal did not prevent the great 
war; but that is not, as President Harding 
pointed out, a reason why the nations, if they 
are so determined, should not “put teeth into 
it.”

ANXIETY IN LONDON, 


NO CONFERENCE MEETING. 
The Irish situation remained unchanged 


yesterday, says the Press Aesociation. 

Prime Minister is not expected back at 
Downing street until to-day, and no meetings 
either of the Cabinet Conference Committee 
or of the Irish delegates have been arranged. 
ere was an air of tension in Irish circles 
in London during the morning, and no break 
was manifest in the clouds which have loomed 
up during the past few days.

MEETING WITH SIR J. CRAIG 


Our Belfast Correspondent telegraphs :—A 
meeting of the Cabinet of Northern Ireland was 
held yesterday at Cabin Hill, Sir James Craig 
presiding. All the Ministers were present, 
except Mr. H. M. Pollock, Minister of Pisadian: 
who is still confined to his bed. He was re- 
presented by the Under Secretary, Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour. 

No official announcement regarding the de- 
liberations was issued, but it is understood that 
the Ulster Premier acquainted his colleagues 
rully with the purport of his deliberations with 
Mr. Lloyd George last week.

It is not anticipated that the proceedings in 
the Commons will add materially to what is 
already known publicly with reference to these 
negotiations, 


ULSTER’S CONFIDENCE. 


LORD LONDONDERRY AND 
COERCION. 


A loyalist demonstration to protest against 
the “ attempted betrayal of Ulster” was heid 
last evening in the Town Hall, Newtownards, 
Co. Down. 

The Marquis of Londonderry presided, and 
the ‘speakers included also Mr. John M. 
Andrews, Minister of Labour for Northern 
Ireland, and several members of the Ulster Par- 
liament. 

A letter of anology for non-attendance was 
read from Mr. T. W. Brown, the Irish Attorney- 
General, who wrote that he had to remain at 
the Irish Office until the Government appointed 
his successor. “It seems to have some diffi- 
culty,” added Mr. Brown, “in making up its 
mind.” 

Lord Londonderry said that he was not in 
a position to give any authoritative statement 
on the present situation, and he could only ask 
them to trust their leaders, and to believe that 
they were imbued with the spirit which actu- 
ated them, and that the leaders least of all 
were prepared to give up anything which they 
believed was essential to the well-being of 
Ireland. When he spoke of the well-being of 
Ireland, he meant also the well-being of their 
province. 

He had read in the papers what appeared io 
be an authoritative statement to the effect that 
Ulster must never be coerced. He believed 
that statement to be true, not only because 
the people had come to realise that the 
coercion of Ulster was inconsistent with Im- 
perial ideals, but for the far more forcible 
reason that Ulster would never consent to be 
coerced. 


CALMNESS AND SATISFACTION. 


“I am certain that we can view the future 
with calmness, and even at this moment with 
complete satisfaction.” (Cheers.) 

_He could see no reason given for the sugges- 
tion that a terrible state of affairs would ensue 
unless the demands of Sinn Fein, as they knew 
them, were satisfied to the full. To suggest 
that Ulster could enter a Parliament—and an 
All-Ireland Parliament—on guarantees which 
they were ot fully or clearly aware of yet, 
was asking the hard-headed men of Ulster to 
enter ‘nto an engagement for which they couid 
see no security which would satisfy them. He 
did not believe that on the guarantees which 
were forthcoming they would lend their best 
friend a five-pound note. 

It was quite true that they had been witnesses 
in the recent past of scandalous outrages in Bel- 
fast. They had also seen the plan of a portion 
of the British Press to attribute these outrages 
to Unionist and Orange agencies. 

They knew that that was not true. They were 
living in what had been described as a “ truce,”’ 
which had been called between the British 
Government and Sinn Fein, and thev had every 
right to expect that the truce would be main- 
tained. 

They would agree with him that the truce had 
not been in any sense maintained, and if those 
who were leaders of opinion in the South could 
not ensure that the truce which they called 
could be maintained, and would be maintained, 
by their followers, what was the value of the 
guarantees which they gave, or were prepared 
to give, for matters of far greater importance 
than the actual keeping of the truce? 


FOR ALL TIME. 

We want a settlement for all time. We want 
an arrangement which wili enable us to continue 
our peaceful avocations in this province without 
let or hindrance, and we do not feel that a leap 
in the dark is one that is either consistent with 
our character or 1s likely to attain peace and 
prosperity. We want something better than 
that. 

It is open, by the machinery which exists at 
the present moment, for the South and West to 
show what they can do in the way of governing 
the people entrusted to their charge. 

He knew very well that all these breaches of 
the truce were very provocative, but it was of 
paramount importance that they should main- 
tain a calm and dignifiel attitude. They 
wanted to have a clean sheet, and to show the 
people in the South that they were against these 
outrages by wnomsoever they were perpetrated. 
He had seen a change in the minds of some 
of their gtoutest supporters over the water, and, 
while they could not help blaming them to a 
certain extent, he thought that they ought to 
realise the position in which they were placed. 
The British Government was harassed on all 
sides by problems coming up every moment for 
decision, and ‘it seemed to him that in this 
welter of difficulties and in this tumult with 
which they were surrounded the Government 
and the supporters in whom they trusted in the 
past were inclined to clutch at straws in the 
shape of palliatives. 

But there was no palliative for the govern- 
ment of Ireland. That government had been 
carried on successfully by good British govern- 
ment, and that was what they wanted to see 
again. They wanted to see a British Govern-

CUSTOM HOUSE FIRE. 


OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS LOST. 


A fortnight after their last meeting the Cus- 
tom House—for a cent: ry past the centre and 
scene of many of their professions] activities— 
was destroyed. With the passing of. this classic 
edifice and the manifold activities carried on 
therein was involved the destruction of all re- 
cords relating to the various classes of Crown 
duties affecting the landed and other property 
of this country, and concerning the devolution 
of these lands and property during the past cen- 
tury—a loss which had imposed on them as a 
profession additional work, complication, and 
responsibilities.

These provisions had enabled a Court, such as 
the Land Commission, in which any sale was 
án process, to distribute the proceeds of sale 
without making any reserve or provision for 
payment of Crown duties chargeable in respect 
thereof. This dispensed with an essential pre- 
liminary to the distribution of purchase money 
on most sales, and removed the threatened ob- 
stacle to all land purchase and other sales. It 
was provided, however, that the Commissioners 
of inland Revenue be empowered to cail for 
evidence and — from any person claim- 
ing to have discharged duties or to be entitled 
to a certificate of discharge therefrom, and that 
they should satisfy the mmissioners such 
liability had been duly discharged, remune- 
ration for the extra work involved to be de- 
frayed by the Commissioners of Inland Revenue.

IRELAND’S LOWEST 
DEATH-RATE FIGURES.

The population. of . Ireland, including the 
Army, Navy, and Merchant Seamen on shore 
in 1920 was 4,485,000—2,200,000 males and 
2,216,000 females. 

In 1864, the population was 8,287,848— 
4,078,789 males and 4,209,059 females. 

These figures are disclosed in the 57th Report 


yesterday. 

Duribg the year 15,531 native-born Irish 
people emigrated from Irish ports—6,044 males 
and 9,487 females. Of the total emigrants, 1,706 
were from Leinster, 3,801 from Connaught, 
4,724 from Munster, and 5,300 from Ulster. 

There were 66,538 deaths and 99,536 births; 
8,536 marriages were celebrated. 

The most interesting feature is that the 
death-rate for 1920 is the lowest that has been 
reported for Ireland. The total number re- 
corded is equal to an annual rate of 14.8 per 
1,000 of the population. In 1919 the rate: was 
17.6 per 1,000. 

An examination of the principal causes of 
death shows that the deaths from all forme of 
tuberculosis, which in the year 1919 numbered 
8,643, declined to 7,651 in 1920. The former 
figure represents an annual rate of 1.94 per 
1,000, and the latter a rate of 1.70 per 1,000 of 
the respective estimated populations: for the 
years 1919 and 1920. ' 

There were also considerable feductions in 
the deaths from bronchitis and from pneumonia 
as compared with preceding years, the deaths 
from bronchitis falling from 6,593 in 1919 to 
5,241 in 1920, and the deaths from pneumonia 
from 5,245 in 1919 to 4,134 in 1920. 

The deaths from violence as registered in 
1820 amounted to 1,851. Of this figure 423 
deaths were classified to homicide, 95 to 
suicide, one to execution, and 1,332 to other 
violent deaths (including those caused by ac- 
cidente). The corregponding figures in the 
year 1919 gave a total of 1 omicides 67, 
suicides 130, and other deaths by violence (in- 
cluding accidents) 1,239. 

The number of births recorded is made up of 
51,275 boys and 48,261 girls—the ratio per 1,000 
of the estimated population being 22.2, which 
is 0.5 above the average rate for the ten years, 
1910-19. The total number of births in 1920 
was 10,211 above those registered in the pre- 
ceding year—viz., 89,325. The proportion of 
male infants born alive in 1920 was 106.2 to 
every 100 females, in 1919 it was 107.1, and in 
1918 it was 104.7. 

e marriages of Roman Catholics are 
equivalent to a rate of 5.52 per 1,000 of the 
estimated Koman Catholic population, or 0.43 
above the corresponding average rate for the 
preceding ten years, and the other marriages

SUBROGATION. 


CRIMINAL INJURIES AND 
INSURANCE,

land, of which he is President, when Mr. Hector 
Hughes, Barrister-at-Law, lectured on ‘‘ The 
eee of Subrogation.” 

ecent events, said Mr. Hughes, had enforced 
consideration of thia doctrine in ite application 
to insurance law, because it enabled insurance 
companies, in certain circumstances, to step 
into the shoes of the assured for the purpose 
of suing third parties in contract and tort. 
Among the great number of recent burni 
in our country, insurance companies had found 
it difficult to distinguish which were malicious, 
within the legal definition of that term, and 
which were accidental. Where, in doubtfu/ 
cases, demands for payment had made 
by the assured, the companies had exercised 
their legal right of applying for compensation 
for criminal injuries in the name of the 
assured. 

This they did by virtue of the doctrine of 
subrogation, which is not, as has been stated, 
a branch of insurance Jaw, but an underlying 
principle which can be applied to all cases 
which are conversant with contracts of indem- 
nity, insurance or otherwise. That is the reason 
why is has become so intimately associated 
with the insurance business, and why it has 
assumed a new inierest for Irish insurance 
men. 

Instances are numerous. Where a farmer’s 
stack of corn is burnt down, or a shopkeeper’s 
window is smashed, and an insurance company 
is forced to pay on foot of a policy, the com- 
pany is entitled to stand in the place of—that 
is, be subrogated to the position of—the 
assured, who has been paid, for the purpose of 
suing the incendiary or window-smasher if he 
can made to pay damages. 

The basic principle underlying these cases is 
that the assured is not entitled to make a profit 
out of his insurance. It is a contract of w- 
demnity; and when the assured has been paid 
he is bound to assist the insurers in any claims 
enuring to them by virtue of this doctrine, 
and to act bona-fide, so as not to prejudice the 
insurer's rights in any way. The lecturer then 
dealt with the technica) details of the doctrine 
of subrogation. 


RAILWAY MOTOR ’BUSES. 


There is to be considerable activity next 
session in the promotion of Parliamentary bills 
by the railway companies seeking for powers 
for the provision of road motor services both 
for passengers and goods. The competition of 
the motor coach and lorry companies is to be 
countered, if possible, and there will be a great 
amount of linking up ‘in districts now remote, 
from railways. i 

Powers of Ahe kind were sought in the Rail- 
way Act earlier in the year, but they were ruled 
out of order during the Committee stage, with 
the consequence that each railway is now pro- 
moting its individual bill.

LONDON EXPERIMENT. 


The time is coming when railway passengers 
will be checked and passed by machinery, like 
so many other articles to-day. machine 
called the ‘ passimeter,” has been invented 
for the express purpose of dealing with railway 
travollers (telegraphs our London Correspon- 
dent), and experiments are to be made with it 
at Kilburn Park, on the Bakerloo Tube, London. 

The machine is in two parts, the first being a 
couple of cyclometers installed in the booking 
office. When a ticket is issued, it is placed by 
the clerk in one of the two cyclometers, which 
registers it, dates and cancels it, before it is 
handed to the passenger. 

The other cyclometer is for registering season 
tickets. All ‘passengers have to pass the booking 
office. The second part of the machine operates 
at a specially-designed turnstile, where the pas- 
sage of the passengers to the platform is re- 
corded. i 

By these different processes dating and can- 
eelling of tickets will be simplified, passengers 
will counted, there will’ be no need for a 
‘ticket clipper, and a considerable amount of 
time will be saved. Tickets will have to be 
collected as at present, however, for no machine 
will be able to distinguish the proper ticket from 
an out-of-date one.

ARBUCKLE’S EVIDENCE. 


STORY OF THE FATAL PARTY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, November 28. 

Roscoe Arbuckle appeared in the witness-box 
to-day to give his own version of what hap- 
pened on the fatal day in his room in the hotel.

At last Dublin has the chance of turning out 
in its numbers to welcome the Bard of Avon 
after long years—years of yearning, when we 
have been treated to a mass of worthless 
modern drama. “ And yet. Shakespeare would 
have played to empty houses,” say some, with 
a side glance at the box office. Last night's per- 
formance of “ The Merchant of Venice,’’ with 
the Gaiety thronged to its last available place, 
is the best answer to such people. 

The audience might well have been composed 
of people breathing the clear air of the Athens 
of Pericles, so attentive were they, and so quick. 
There is a thirst in Dublin for the great old 
drama, and we hope that now that desire will 
be satisfied, and that the public will support Mr. 
Charles Doran and his company, for well do they 
deserve it, 

The performance was in every way worthy of 
the best traditions, especially in the way in 
which it was produced. There was a fashion be- 
fore the war to try and set Shakespeare with 
& Wagnerian prodigality of scenery that de- 
tracted from a drama where everything depends 
upon the declamation of the lines. How many 
times have we felt, when looking at the produc- 
tions in London of Shakespeare that very little 
of Shakespeare was left? Mr. Doran, however, 
adopts a classical setting and uses dark curtains, 
grey flats, quiet light effecte—in a word, simple 
effects, that will not distract the attention from 


bethan days by dressing the characters in a 
wealth of colour. The Elizabethans made up 
for the simplicity of their scenery by the rich- 
ness and variety of their dress. á 
Mr. Doran, as Shylock, made the part very in- 
tense. At times, notably in the second act, h 
tather overdid the Jew’s passion. at finding his 
daughter flown and his coffers rob The 
character of Shylock, the Jew, proud of his race 
and name, a mixture of meanness, vindictive- 


with less exaggeration. But in the fourth ac 
Mr. Doran rose to great heights of dramatic 
acting, and by very simple means, till when he 
says, “I pray you, give me leave to go from 
bence; I am not well,” he made all the audi- 
ence really see the pathos of ths Jew’s character. 
It was interesting, too, to hear Mr. Doran de- 
claim the lines, and not try to hurry over 
them in the way that is so prevalent among 
actors not of the Benson school. i 

Portia was very well played by Miss Edith 
Sharpe; her declamation was excellent and her 
gestures were very dramatic. The scene of the 
caskets, where, while Bassanio is making his 
choice, she says, “ How all the other passions 
fleet to air,” was one of the best pieces of act- 
ing in the play. : 

See. Neil Porter’s performance as Antonio 
made a very good impression because his decla- 
mation was so good. He made a a ' pic- 
turesque figure in his gaudy costume, like a 
Velasquez. 

Mr. Eric Adeney, as Bassanio, acted very well, 
but was inclined to hurry his words. 

Mr. Ralph Richardson, as Lorenzo, was go 
in the earlier scenes, but in the fifth act, with 
its wonderful lyrics, he spoilt some of the lines 
by faulty enunciation. ; 

Miss Muriel Hutchinson, as Jessica, and Miss 
Noelle Sonning, as Nerissa, acted very well. A 
word of praise must also be given to Mr. Donald 
Woolfitt for his splendid acting as Launcelot 
Gobbo. i 

It is a pity that the music selected for The 
Merchant of “enice could not be ‘#*en trom 
ancient composers. It takes away our serenity 
to hear, even though softly played, ‘he* vulgar 
suite, ‘The Merchant of Venice,” of ¢ rederick 
Rosse, with its banal chords and ‘ music hall 
progressions.” ' 

There is no doubt that Dublin owes a great 
debt of gratitude to Mr. Charles Doran, not 
only for giving Shakespeare, but also for giving 
such a finished and artistic performance. 


THEATRE ROYAL. 

Full “houses” at the Theatre Royal 
last evening enjoyed a varied programme of 
high merit all round. One finds as the leading 
item what is described as the most remarkable 
woman on earth.

PEMBROKE TENANTS’ 
RENTS. 


Professor Clery resumed the arbitration at 
Pembroke Town Hall last night on the ques 
tion of the rents of the tenants of the Pembroke 
Urban Council. The Town Clerk gave details of 
expenditure incurred by the Council on repairs 
to the cottages during the ten years before the 
war, an@ in war years, showing the increase. 
In 1917 the cost of repairs to the Ringsend 
houses was £170 compared with £94 in 1915. 
Mr. D. Byrne asked Mr, O’Connor if he had 
seen Home Villas cottages in the course of con- 
struction. Mr. O’Connor said that he had, and 
he admitted that the mortar used was inferior. 
He agreed with Mr. Byrne that the tenants 
should not bear all the charge ef defective cot- 
tages. Serjeant Hanna, &K.C., having 
closed his case for the Council, Mr. 
Byrne, for the tenants, maintained that 
the statement of Mr. O'Neill, who was 
Chairman of the Council im 1916, that the 
rents payable covered all outgoings, including 
repairs, was correct, and that these new cot- 
tages ought not to need any repairs unless they 
had been badly Built. If they had, however, 
the tenants should not be asked to bear the 
cost of putting jerry-built houses into repair. 
He maintained also that the Council was re- 
sponsible for the arrears,’ because if it had 
agreed on an earlier arbitration the whole case 
would have been finished twelve months ago. 
Professor Clery took evidence from a num 
of tenants, and will issue his decision in due 
course. 


DOCKERS UNEASY.—In view of the ap- 
proaching termination of agreements betwees 
shipowners and dockers regarding hours, wages, 
fod conditions of labour, and the substitution, 
as anticipated, less favourable terms, the 
attitude which will be adopted by the workers 
is at present the subject o lation. Some 
time ago rumours were in circulation that a 
general strike would be called if a wages cut 
should be enforced. This would be especially 
unfortunate at the time when the Christmas 
trade is developing. A representative of the 
dockers was optimistic yesterday, however, and 
expressed the view that there would be no 
strike, and that nothing was likely to happen 
before the New Year. It was believed that any 
threatened trouble would, by discreet treat- 


ment, be. averted.

THE OWNERS OF TENEMENT 
HOUSES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH Tings, 

Sir,—In reference to the proposal made ag 
the meeting of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, and again at the meet 
ing held by the Dublin Citizens’ Housing Com. 
mittee, that the names of the owners of tene. 
ment houses should be posted on the doors | 
wish to point out that many of the tenemens 
houses in Dublin have been let and sub-je¢ to 
such an extent that the owner or ground jand. 
lord haa little or no power to remedy defects 
or make any improvement. A most pernicious 
system prevails by which @ great many houses 
are taken by persons whose object is to make 
an income for themselves by what may be 

houses. This consists 
of eub-letting the rooms at the highest possibis 
rentsyand spending nothing on upkeep or re. 
gu , the result being the rapid degeneration of 
he property and the tenants, who. dia. 
couraged by the example of their landlord, 
neglect and damage the property so that is 
goon becomes unfit for human habitation. 

This class of irresponsible leaseholder is one 
of the worst offenders against the laws, cani- 
tary and moral, which are meant to protect the 

r inhabitants of a city. The head ljandiord 
as very little power over such tenants. Se 
long as they pay their rent he ie virtually 
unable to dispossess them, even should he wish 
to do so; and when the property hae fallen 
into such a state of dilapidation that it has 
ceased to give the lessee any return he will 
obabliy refuse to pay the rent. The un. 
ortunate owner then finds himeelf in the 
ion of houses which he must either leave 
erelict or spend large sums of moncy upon in 
order to make them habitable. 

If the leaseholder could be aboliehed and land. 
lords be made responsible for their property, 
a large and decided improvement would as 
once take place, and in euch an event the 
posting of the owners name might have a 
very beneficial and salutary effect. The jand 
lord, having thus full responsibility for the 
upkeep of the buildings, and finding it to his 
ultimate interest to keep them in good repair, 
would in most cases do so. The tenant, op 
roomkeeper, should undoubtedly pay the rates 
and be made entirely responsible for the cleanli, 
ness of the rooms, passages,. yards, etc. of 
which he hae the use, instead of. as at present 
being allowed to evade all responsibility an 
to remain ignorant of all civic duties. 

If the owners of tenement houses would 
realise as a body, the duty that is attached 
to such property and would personally inspect 
their houses and, if poesible, collect the rents, 
quite different conditions might prevail. Slums 
are caused the ignorance and indifference 
of owners quite as much as by the ignorance 
and carelessness of occupiers. It is quite true 
that neglected and insanitary dwellings are the 
breeding places of crime and disease, and a 
terrible responsibility restg on those who own

CAPTURED AND DFPORTED, 


The activities of robbers in Dublin during ths 
paet few months are referred to in last night's 
Irish Bulletin, which is devoted to the cforts of 
the Republican Police. 

In August and September last, it is siated, 

Dublin was infested by two notorimys robber 
angs, one of which wae an organised body of 
ootpads. Its operations consisted of “ boiding- 
up” eingle pedestrians and, having ‘‘sand- 
bagged them, maki off with the contents of 
their ete. Several of the gang habitually 
carried arms. 

“ In September, after careful preparations, 
the Republican Police, in a series of simul- 
taneous raids carried out at night, captured 
all the principals of the gang. They were 
subsequently tried by Republican Courts, and 
sentenced to long terms of deportation.’ 

Mention is aleo made of the operations of a 
gang of “gentlemen cracksemen.” '“ They 
dressed well and were educated; they 
attempted only big coups."’ Their method of 
working ig described. They would assembie 
in the city; carry off a raid on a bank or ona 
tg business premises, and, having taken in 
some cases as much as £1,000, disperse to 
Belfast and London and other cities, aad re 
main there until their agent in Dublin 
arranged further raids and telegraphed them 

onde to return to the city. 

The gang had successfully robbed four big 
Dublin firms of large sums, and had been 
called back to Dublin to carry out a pro 
gramme, including the raiding of a leading 
firm of coal merchants, a “hold-up at 
Messrs. Cook's, tourist agents, where ther 
expected to get £1,000, and the capture of the 
cashier of the Leopardstown November Racs 
Meeting, from whom they hoped to take
